Adults don't understand it; 
politicians pledge an end to 
it; students (supposedly) 
demand more of it—yet very 
few know much about it. The 
"drug scene" is à banner to 
some, something to be 
ignored (or repressed) by 
others and remains all too 
baffling to the remainder. 

What are the answers, and 
indeed what are the im- 
portant questions? The 
students and staff of 
Westview called upon an 
"expert" last week to give 
his answers. 

At an assembly of the 
entire school body the 
purpose of the program at 
Westview was made clear. 
"TI don't feel the problem at 
this school is desperate," 
said staff member R. 
Wilkinson, "but I think the 
need for education is here.

Mr. Panzica began his talk 
by pointing several fingers 
at the "apathetic" adults 
and teens who are ‘allowing 
themselves to be drowned 
out by the minority of 
publicity seekers and ivory 
tower theorists who have 
never seen kids reeling in 
pain on the floor." Panzica 
has himself on many oc- 
casions invited “dope 
fiends” and adicts to live for 
a short while in his own 
home, and obtained much of 
his material from them. 
“Most kids don’t use dope. 
Nosurvey, no guesswork has 
ever suggested a figure 
higher than 20 per cent and 
even then these figures in- 
cluded those once in a life 
time experimenters. The 
notion that most high school 
kids are on dope is not even 
supported by Timothy 
Leary's own statistics.

He says first ‘it is 
such an intensly personal 
experience „that it is im- 
possible for you to un- 
derstand!" Then he comes 
back five minutes later and 
says ‘don’t knock it until 
you've tried it,” Well make 


up your mind it can't be both 
ways. 
Salesman 
The guy who lays 


Marijuana on you, with or 
without money, has got an 
angle. He is in the position of 
a salesman whose got one 
jacket left. Its got seventeen 
buttons, has purple and 
orange lapels with a green 
stripe down the back and he 
says it looks great on you. 

If I'm doing something 
stupid, the very best defense 
I've got is to say everybody 
else is doing it. But if I'm 
doing something very, very 
stupid the best defense is to 
sucker someone else in—if I 
can."

between 14% to 5. years, 
regardless at which age 
started.

Probability ends and 
certainty begins when I tell 
you that I know of seven 
psychotics by name, who are 
two to ten year jobs in 
hospital after an acid trip.

With a deceptively 
"clear, blue sky" as the 
background, Ron Hammel, a 
publicity co-ordinator from

based “Pollution Probe" 
organization, spoke at one 

itof the inherent dangers 
(of all things) colored 
toue paper. Mr. Hummel 
pointed out that ‘‘while the 
tissue itself will dissolve, the 
chemicals that provide 
"colour wil not thus con- 
faminating the water." In 
addition he mentioned the 
‘non-returnable bottle’’ 
dilemma now facing 
ecologists. ''These con- 
taminators become (once 
they are discarded) relics of 
this era — bits of pollution 
that will dot the countryside 
for hundreds of years to 
come." He called for a 
"bottle battle" stores that 








continue to sell these 
polluters in favour of 
returnable bottles. He 


stressed also the need for

It was made known 
later that it took a half hour

All during Survival Week 
the maintenance staff had 
been instructed NOT to pick 
up after the students. So by 
Friday the entire school 
building and property was in 
need of a massive clean-up. 
While one-third of the school 
worked inside, the other two- 
thirds cleaned up the school 
grounds and the grounds of 
the neighbouring York-Finch 
Hospital. An hour after it 
began 160 bags of garbage (a 
pile 40 feet long, 6 feet high 
and 8 feet wide) was 
collected and displayed in 
the school’s main foyer. 

With this, the Survival 
Week campaign slogan rang 
unmistakably clear: 
Pollution — We can LIVE 
without it.

A young Toronto soccer 
player, who was with ateam 
touring Italy, was reported 
missing yesterday by friends 
who said he may have been 
grabbed for military service 
by the Italian Army. 

Richard Morandini, 20, was 
reported missing by Michael 
Crosbie, music director of 
Westview Centennial Second- 
ary School in North York, who 
escorted the school’s band and 
soccer team to England. 


Speaking in London, Mr. 
Crosbie said that the soccer 
team had played a couple of 
matches in Italy and, after 


the final game in Genoa, 
Richard did not return to 
En land. 


“The Italians may have 


“picked” him up for military 


service,’ Mr. Crosbie said. 
"We а don’t know. He 
failed to return and we've 
asked the Canadian High 
Commission to investigate. | 

"Another one of our lads 
who had also been in Italy 
and had visited relatives after 
a game, said he had escaped 
the call for military service 
by the skin of his teeth.” 

Dr. Mario Carosi, Italian 
consul-general in Toronto, 
said that Richard had come to 
the consulate-general on St. 
George Street on Aug. 10 for 
a document that would protect 
him against being taken by 
the army. 


He was born in Italy in — | 
and came to Canada in 1954. 
with his parents, Mr. and 


Mrs. Luigi Morandini of Win- 
ston Park Road in North 
York. Italy considers any per- 
son born in Italy to be a citi- 
zen, even if he emigrates and 
is granted citizenship in an- 
other country. 

Mr. Morandini said he had 
not heard from his son and 


did not know what had hap- 


pened to him. 

The waiver made out at the 
consulate in Toronto had been 
mailed to Richard's sister at 
her home near Rome, he said, 
where Richard was supposed 
to pick it up. 

Perhaps it had not arrived 
because of poor mail service, 
or she had not given it to 
Richard, with the result the 
army took him, Mr. Moran- 
dini; an employee of Briar 
Hill Nursery, said. | 

At the consulate general, 
Dr. Carosi said that if Rich- 
ard was carrying the docu- 


ment, there was no reason he 
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should have been grabbed for 
service. 

In Toronto, Arthur 
principal of Westview Cen- 
tennial, said that Richard is 
not a student at that school. 

*He's the star player at 
Downsview Secondary School, 
where he is a student. He’s so 
good we asked him to go 
along on the tour with our 
team," Mr. Bell said. 

The soccer team and ‘a 55- 
member school band made 
the trip. Yesterday, the band 
played in Trafalgar Square 
and will leave for home to- 
morrow.

Almost 2,000 North York teachers 
left their jobs last week to demor 
strate their concern about the auaj- 
ity of educalion in the borough's 
sommi Siggi. 

George McCleary, the North 
York Board of Education chair- 
man, is concerned too—but he says 
the teachers’ action was “immor- 
al and their arguments were 
“hogwash.” 

The teachers walked out of their 
classrooms at i-p.m. April 4 to 
embark on “study sessions" where, 
meeting in school lecture hails, 
tafelerias and auditoriums. they 
voiced their fears that the educa- 
tion of the children- would suffer 
because of budget cuts. 

MceCleary called it a "sirike"— 
the first ever held in Ontario 
schools. 


It drew public -attention. same’ 


sharp criticism and even some fi- 
nancial punishment for the secon- 
dary school teachers who cancelled 
classes for 40,000 pupils. 

The teachers said they were zr- 
puing for local autonomy—for giv- 
ing North Fork ratepayers the 
Tight to spend additional money on 
education. . 

The province has ruled exactly 
how much each school board may 
spend. and we teachers see this as 
a denial of local ratepavers' rights 


_ to spend more, if they wish. 


The trustees, who responded hy 
docking hal-a-day's pay (am aver- 
age of £3) based on a 2U-day 
teaching year). said the issue was 
really teacher work load. 

“The whole ‘study session’ dealt 
with one thing—and one thing only 
—pupil-teacher ratio.” said Me- 
Cleary, the hefty forthright chair- 
man of the North York board. 

“Tt was a display of strength— 
trying to influence our decision on 
pupil-teacher ratio. Thank God it 
didn't work." _ 

It didn't work because on Tues- 
day night. the Metro trustees voted 
10-7 for a slight increase in the 
pupil-teacher ratio in Metro's 100

Counsellors may teach classes in 

history or whatever. while at an- 

ur they may be full-time coun- 
SEDIS. 

In Metro, the pupil- teacher ratio 
in the secondary schools will rise in 
September tp 16.7 students for each 
teacher from 16,5, putting it at the 
present provincial average. 

The board's administrators insist 
this slight increase will not in- 
crease class size, since the elimi- 
nated jobs of 123 teachers will be 
eavered by assigning extra duties 
to teachers who now have a ighi- 
er-than-average teaching load. 

Scarborough trustee James 
French pointed’ cut that all school 
staff—jaritors, secretaries and 
teachers—must work harder this 
year, as the boards trim budgets to 
meet provinctal spending limits. 

“I don't think the teachers want 
lo shirk their responsibility. We're 
just asking them to make a modest 
Increase in productivity. It's not 
unreasonable.” 

But unlike secretaries, who can 
type faster. teachers cant leach 
faster. The teacher's job can't be 
subjected to time and motion stud» 
techniques, according to Jeff Shif- 
rik, a Westview Centennial Second- 
ary School math teacher and the 
man who first suggested the North 
York “studv session.” 

Teacher morale will be affected 
by an increase in work load, and 
that will indirectly affect children 
in the classroom, he said. 

Because of the increase in the 
pupil-teacher ratio, a class in ad- 
vanced mathematics for his superi- 
or students will have to be can- 
celled.

in North York

A two-year experiment, 
designed to cut vandalism 
in North York schools, 
seems to be working. 


For every dollar by 
which vandalism costs 
were reduced in 1977 some 
North York schools have 
received 50 cenis as à 
bonus to be spent on sup- 
plies and activities. 

The school’ board's 
. malntenanee and repair 
' costs in 1977 were 15 per 
cent lower than in 1976. 


But the real savings is 
28 per cent, according to 
Wayne Busch, controller of 
the planning and plant de- 
partment. 

Projections had put the 
cost of wilful destruction 
13 per cent higher in 1977, 

The cost in 1977 was 
$386,324 or $65.792 below 
1976 costs and $93,676 
below anticipated costs. 
The board is returning 
$47,967 to schools, as 
incentive payments for 
student-related projects. 


SCHEME UNIQUE 


, Busch told The Star yes- 
terday the scheme. is 
unique in Metro and, to his 
Knowledge, there is no 
similar project in Canada. 

There were some incen- 
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live schemes in the United 
States but these were 
negative schemes, he said, 
in which money is deduct- 
ed from student councils if 
vandalism rises. 

“Ours is a  posilive 
scheme," Buseh said. 
Money is distributed to 
families of schools bul 
only 9 of the 18 will pick 
up cash. Vandalism in the 
remainder increased over 
1976's figures. 

The biggest beneficiary 
is Westview Centennial 
school family where a 
whopping $78,183 damage 
in 1976 was reduced to 
$49,609 last year. The 
schools in that area col- 
lected $14,247. 

The Earl Haig family re- 
duced costs from $30,944 in 
1976 to $12,957 last year 
and, as a result, pocketed 
$8,994, 

Other school families 
benefitting were A. Y. 
Jackson, York Mills, Sir 
Sandford Fleming, Victo- 
ria Park, Pleasantview, 
Emery and Newtonbrook. 

The scheme isn't fool- 
proof, Busch said. In some 
cases, school families had 
very little vandalism in
